On the 13th in the 
Morning, the City Train-Bands were order'd to Arms ; a Battal- 
lion of the Guards was ſent out, and tachments thereof ar- 
dered into divers Quarters of the Town ; and a Troop of-the 
Horſe-Guards were commanded to Patrole all Night long.

Complaint being made on the 5th, in the Houſe 
of Commons, of ſome ſcandalous Books lately publiſhed, there 
were ſome Paragraphs of them read; and then ring voted them 
Impious, Pernicious, and Blaſphemous, they ordered them to be 
burnt by the Hands of the Common Hang-man : They alſo reſol- 
ved to preſent an Addreſs to Queen Ame, humbly beſeeching her 
to appoint a Day of Faſting and Humiliation, for averting the Di- 
. Vine Difpleaſure, by reaſon of theſe Blaſphemies. (#) The Lords 
ſent an Order to the Vice-Chancellor of Oxford, to cauſe the De- 
cree which had been ſolemnly made there on the 21ſt Day of July, 
3683. in a General Convocation, concerning Paſſive and Abſolute 


Obedience due to Princes, to be burnt by the Hands of the Com- 


mon Hang-man. Doctor Sacheverell on Sunday the (4) 6th inſtant, 
publickly read Prayers in his Pariſh-Church in Southwark ; he be- 
ing not debarred from doing this, no more than Baptiſm, by the 
Sentence. pronounced againſt him. On the 7th Doctor Sacheverell's 
two Sermons wers burnt before the Koyal- Exchange, but my Lord 
- Mayor was not preſent as it was required. We underſtand that 
the People of Exeter on the ſame Day burnt the Effigies and Books 
of Doctor Hoadly, which he had wrote and preached againſt Doctor 
Sachevercll ; and that in another Town they had burnt Doctor Weſt's 
Sermon 1 before the Houſe of Commons, on the Anniver- 
ſary of the Martyrdom of King Charles I. They continue to make 
Rejoycings in London, notwithſtanding the Orders put out by the 
Aldermen of it; and the ſame is done in the Country, where they 
publickly drink Queen Anne and Doctor Sachewerell's Health, and
